IN SENATE. 



Friday, Feb. 11, 1848. 

The Senate was opened with prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Keene of Louisville. 

Journal read by the Clerk. 

A message from the House, by the Clerk, an- 
nouncing the passage of certain bills, &.c. 

Petitions. 

Mr. GREY presented the petition of sundry citi- 
zens of Christian county, praying a change of the 
time for holding their Circuit Court. He took occa- 
sion on presenting the petition to repel as he said, 
the insinuation that had been made, that the move 
was gotten up by the lawyers of Hopkinsville for the 
purpose of getting clear of other lawyers, and 
w'hilst he was making his remarks he was busily en- 
gaged in unrolling his paper, containing the list of 
signatures, and exhibiting its length to the Senate; 
appropriately referred. 

Mr. HELM presented a petition which was ap- 
propriately referred. 

Mr. HOBBS presented the memorial of the Lou- 
isville City Council, praying amendments to the 
Louisville and Frankfort Railroad Charter; which 
was appropriately referred. 

Mr. SWOPE, from a select committee, reported a 
bill to provide for the completion of the works on 
Licking river; read twice and referred to the Inter- 
nal Improvement committee. 

Mr. J. SPEED SMITH offered the following 
joint resolutions which, the rule requiring them to 
lie one day on the table being suspended, were adopt- 
ed: 

Resolved hy the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, Tiiat Maj. General Wisfjeld 
Scott, by a series of glorious victories — unparralled 
in the history of war — commencing with the battle 
of St. Juan de Ulloa and terminating with the cap- 
ture oi the capital of the Mexican Empire; by which 
he has drawn upon himself and his army the admi- 
ration of the world, has entitled himself to the 
thanks and gratitude of the people of Kentucky 
which are hereby tendered and cordially given. 

Resolved, That the people of Kentucky look with 
pride au4.Axultat.ion upon the patriotic ardor and 
steady valor of the officers and soldiers, volunteers 
and regulars, who have given world-wide renow n to 
our national prowess, by the various, successful, un- 
interrupted and glorious battles from VeraCruz to 
the City of Mexico.

Gen. Scott, with the request to communicate the i 
same to the army.
